Yoor  feinily,  finends,  and  peo{de  yon  don’t  even  know 
are  affected.  The  time  to  cxMisider  the  consequences  is  now. 
It  is  wrath  it?  What  does  die  BiUe  say? 

The  crarepting  power  of  alcohol  (20:1).  is  a 

modxr  and  beer  a  brawler,  whoever  is  led  astray  by  them 
is  not  wise”  (20:1  NIV).  Have  yon  ever  known  someone 
who  would  1^  you  assray,  then  laugh  at  you  fra  fcdlow- 
ing?  Alcohid  makes  a  mo^iy  of  the  one  who  drinks. 

The  words  “led  astray”  Uteri^  mean  “to  stagger  drank- 
enly .”  Another  translation  of  “is  not  wise”  is  “cannot  act 
wi^y.”  A  person  under  the  mfluence  of  alcohol  is  not 
oqiaUe  of  making  wise  decisions.  Because  the  mind  cannot 
fimction  pfopedy  when  the  body  is  under  the  influence, 
danger  exists  fra  the  user  and  everyone  with  whom  he  or 
she  comes  in  contact 

We  read  in  I  Corinthians  3:16:  “Don’t  you  know  that  you 
are  Gkid’s  tenqde,  and  that  God’s  Spirit  lives  in  you?” 

God’s  peo(de  are  his  temjde.  Paul  continues  in  verse  17:  “If 
anyone  destroys  God’s  temple,  God  will  destroy  him;  fra 
G^’s  temple  is  sacred,  and  you  are  that  temide.”  To 
dratroy  God’s  tem^,  ci  wl^  each  believer  is  a  pari,  is  a 
sin.  A  pari  of  that  temple  is  destroyed  each  time  uoohol  is 
abused  When  one  commits  the  sin  of  drink^,  a  part  of  the 
foU,  abundant  life  die  Lord  intends  dies  as  life  is  given  over 
to  another  master. 

“Listen,  my  son,  and  be  wise,  and  keep  yoor  heart  on  the 
light  ntth.  Do  not  those  who  drink  too  much  wine ....” 
(23:1^20  NIV).  “The  ri^  path”  carries  the  meaning  of  the 
li^  way  of  Ufe.  How  we  rationalize  that  a  little  drinking 
won’t  matter,  forgetting  the  fact  that  harming  our  bodies  is 
sin  and  the  fact  t^  othm  see  our  example.  “So  whether 
you  eat  or  drink  or  whatever  you  do,  do  it  all  fra  the  glory 
of  God  Do  not  cause  anyone  to  stumble,  whether  Je^, 
Greeks,  or  the  daucfa  of  God”  (1  Cor.  10:31-32). 

Effects  of  drunkeoness  (23:21, 29-30).  “Fra  drunkards 
...become  poor....”  (v.  21).  Beconting  poor  beouise  of 
drunkenness  concerns  more  than  money.  The  list  (flosses 
includes  family,  job,  usefulness  as  apenon,  and  usefulness 
to  God  only  to  name  a  few.  Ultimalray,  the  alcohcdic  who 
wraships  alcohcd  and  never  finds  a  personal  lelationshq) 
with  Jesus,  loses  for  eternity. 

The  dar^gcrous  deception  of  alcohol  (23:31-32).  “Do 
not  wine  when  it  is  red  when  it  ^laikles  in  the  cop, 

when  it  goes  down  smoothly!  In  the  end  it  bites  like  a  sn^ 
and  poisons  lik**  a  viper”  (w.  31-32).  We  are  warned  that 
alco^  is  made  to  look  good  How  our  society  emphasizes 
rfriniring  as  a  part  of  being  accepted  “Wine  vhen  it  is  red” 
refers  to  pore  wine.  The  wine  is  like  so  many  other  traiqita- 
tions;  it  appears  beautiful  at  first  but  leads  to  destruction. 
The  message  is  clear,  stay  away. 

Hie  remits  of  addfetiw  to  alcohol  (23:33-35).  When 
addiction  comes,  the  choice  is  over.  A  friend  of  mine  who 
is  a  recovering  alcoholic  gives  this  advice,  “If  you  never 
a  rfrink  or  use  drags,  you  will  never  have  to  worry 
about  stopping.”  One  addmted  to  alcoixrf  looks  fra  otters 
who  win  say  that  his  drinking  is  no  proUem  and  make 
excuses  fra  him.  May  the  Lrad  grant  os  strength  to  stand 
againgr  addiction  in  the  life  of  a  loved  one,  tte  wisdom  to 
know  how  to  hdp,  and  tte  love  of  Christ  to  live  through  os. 

Be  Wise!  AlcMd  and  drags  can  be  made  to  look  lite  an 


build  encourage,  discmline,  and  teach;  therefore  he  trained 
young  men  to  assume  feaderafaip  in  tte  dnrdi  after  he  was 
gone. 

Htos,  a  Greek  beheverjitobaUy  was  converted  to  Christ 
tfarougb  Paul’s  ministry.

He  was  one  of 
Paul’s  trusted  traveling  companions  and  dose  frirads.  Later 
he  became  Paul’s  spe^  ambassador  (2  Cor.  7:S-16)  and 
evcrttoally,  becanoe  tte  overseer  of  die  churches  rai  Crete 
(Titos  1:5).  Sowly  and  carefully,  Paul  h^ted  Titos  to 
develop  into  a  mature  Christian  leader.  This  letter  to  him  is 
another  stq>  in  tins  discqdediip  process. 

An  exaaqple  of  a  aaature  badger  (Tltiu  2:7-8).  Paul 
urged  Titos  to  be  a  good  exanqde  to  those  around  him  so 
that  others  would  see  hu  good  deeds  and  seek  to  imitate 
him.  His  wofte  would  have  greater  uiqiact  due  to  tte  life  he 
lived.  One  can  earn  tte  respect  of  othm  when  tte  exanqile 
is  consistent  with  tte  profi^oa  Paul  counseled  Titus  to  be 
sendMe  and  logical  in  Us  conversation  (lifestyle)  to  avoid 
critidsoa.  Being  impulsive,  unreasonaUe,  and  confusing  is 
more  likely  to  start  argumenls  rather  than  convince  otters 

tte  truth. 

The  dtiferenoe  salvatkMB  makes  in  a  Ife  (w.  11-14). 
Only  Jesus  Christ  can  give  tfie  po^  to  live  die  Christian 
life.  Freedom  from  surs  cootroi  gives  tte  power  and  under¬ 
standing  to  live  accrading  to  God’s  will  a^  to  look  expec- 
tandy  forhis  letura 

The  world  observes  the  dUference  (3:1-8).  Christians 
have  their  fost  to  Christ  as  Lrad,  but  they  muri 

also  obey  tte  government  and  its  leaders.  Keeping  tte  civil 
law  is  tte  begmning  of  one’s  teq>ons3)ilities,  but  it  is  also 
important  to  be  involved  and  to  serve.  Jesus  emphasized 
these  truths  when  he  taught:  “Render  unto  Cesar  tte  dungs 
ihrt  are  Caesar’s  and  unto  (3od  tte  things  that  are  God’s.” 
Paul  summarizBd  what  Christ  does  fra  man  when  He  saves 
him.  He  moves  man  from  a  life  of  sin  to  life  under  centred 
of  tte  Htdy  l^ririt  with  all  tte  treasures  he  provides,  not 
because  tfa^  things  are  earned  or  deserved  but  they  are 
given  because  of  God’s  grace.  All  die  persons  of  Trinity 
portlcqiate  in  salvation  and  provide  a  renewal  of  life  that  is 
evidenced  by  one’s  good  deeds. 

These  tratlis  written  by  Paul  shonld  motivate  Christian 
adults  to  be  good  citizens  and  to  five  exenqda^  lives.  A 
theme  «ha*  courses  through  this  letter  to  Titus  is  tte  need 
fra  proper  Christian  living  in  tte  midst  of  tte  evil  in  tte 
wood  The  hostility  and  corraption  in  die  world  are  evident 
on  every  hand. 

Christians,  however,  must  rise  above  tte  evil  in  the  world 
and  demonstram  tte  grace  of  God  in  dieir  daily  living.  Such 
living  will  have  an  impact,  whereas  mere  words  would  not 

The  truths  Paul  gave  to  Titus,  coo|ded  with  tte  words  of 
Jesus  that  Christians  are  to  be  sah  and  light  in  society,
